Better Arrangements for the Comfort 
of Tommy While on Duty 

-normou* improvements have been 
nuuie in the -ranches since last win 
t«r, aays a corrwipondi-ni .Most of 
them have boardei uoors, others have 
brick floors. 

I hey have a system of trench 
pumps to gel r*1 of the wster. and 
1 was greatly Impress.*! by the 
pipes which 1 saw running a tni.e 
and a half back Iraqi the trout of the 
trench, supplying drinking water to 
toe men. ihe jugoutu wnlch I saw 
wsre comparatively comfortable The 
tusn had ruug.i beds to lie on. and 
mauy contained tables one dug- 
out i aaw had four panes of glaas 
in U, making a Iilti# window. Many 
of them also had small brasters wriui 
fires. 

1 was told that one of the most 
valued present which the men receive 
are boxes of ui. flights, which they 
are avowed to burn In their dug- 
outs. This year tne men have been 
s*rved out with long InJiarubber 
•roots When a battalion of men is 
coming to the trenenes. tt finds In 
Uie supporting lluac these boots ! 

-g. They remove their o*n| 
boots, get* ta extra pair of thick 
stockings, and put on the rubber 
boots. When counng swuy‘alter s 
turn Is the trenches, they leave these 
boots at the same station, and re¬ 
ceive their owts bools and aocks. 
which have been dried for them. 

In the meantime, when tuey get 
back to camp, the men are taken to 
au enormous washhouse, where they 
atrip, and their mud coated uniforms 
and underclothes are tasen from 
them into another ueparunent. whore 
they are wnsheu. bruohM. and thor- 
ougfliy disinfected. After the beUC 
ih ,■ men go Into another room, where 
they find a complete fresh sutt of 
underclothes, clean asd dry tunics, 
pants, and puttees, socks, aud hoots. 

Ihe 1‘rinne of Wales bathes In one 
of thee# washhouses with the other 
men. They have also a barbel's 
•hop. They are supplied with leath¬ 
er waistcoats and aueepskin or goat¬ 
skin coats, and the best of glovee and 
mufflers.

Speaking of the German bombard¬ 
ment and occupation of Antwerp. Mr. 
Powell related how Hue Teuton wave 
swept over what waa apparently an 
empty city. "At the hrst word of 
tho German approach," he said, “the 
people fled to Uie cellars. When the 
German# came marching through the 
streets, Uiere was nut a soul to be 
seen. I believe that my photograph¬ 
er and I, standing on the balcouy of 
the American consulate, were the 
only spectators. 1 suppose the Ger 
mans expected to see a great demon¬ 
stration. One would have thought that 
the principal streets would have been 
crowded with sightseers. There was 
no one. Every window was boarded 
up. Every doorway was dosed. 
There waa not a piece of bunting. 
There was not eveu a stray dog uu 
file streets. The Germans marched 
down Uie magnificent thoroughfare of 
the mam street, and that was their 
reception In Antwerp I Uilnk my 
photographer described the scene per¬ 
fectly when he remarked to me at 
the time: 'You know It reminds me 
of a cirrus which has rotuo to town 
a day before It was expected.* 

“I spoke a moment ago," Mr. 
Powell went on. "of the efficiency of 
the French armies. I do not wish 
to be mis*under*.tood in my remarks 
about German efficiency There 
seems to be an Impression here that 
the Germane now in the field are 
largely old meu from frontiers 
homes or boys from scnool. That Is 
not the case. The Germans have a 
very formidable army today. A 
few weeks ago, I saw 20.000 German 
prisoners taken In the Champagne. I 
talked with at least a score of Uiem. 
While I saw old men and boys of be¬ 
tween eighteen and nineteen years of 
age, 1 should say that fully 96 per 
cent, were men of between twenty 
and forty. In the pink of health. 
They were dirty and hungry of 
course, but they were first class 
fighting men. The Gorman army 
Is still extrem* ly officiant and ex¬ 
tremely formidable. It is no use 
hiding that fact." 

"In regard to efficiency of the 
French axtnies. were any particularly 
striking instances brought to your 
notice?" 

"Well, take for instance, the •or¬ 
ganization of Uie scone painters. I 
heard while travelling around In 
France that tho seem, painters from 
Uie theatres had been mobilized for 
war service. One hears so many 
strange things in the par zone, llut 
I found afterwards that the mobilisa¬ 
tion was au actual fact, and had

Parkahlre) regiment. 

At Fooee 8. near Vermellee. on 
Sept. 28. when the regimental bomb¬ 
ers could make no headway In Slag 
Alley Second Lieut. Turner volunteer¬ 
ed to lead a new bombing attack. He 
pressed down the communication 
trench practically alone, throwlbs 
bombs Incessantly wl'h auch dash 
and determination that he drove back 
the Germans about 160 yarda without 
a check Hla action enabled the re¬ 
serves to advance with very little 
loss, and subsequently covered tha 
flank If his regiment In Its retire¬ 
ment. thus probably averting a loss of 
aome hundreds of men.

“Bo from my own experience I am 
Inclined to consider tbeso last peace 
speeches In the house of lords as a 
sign of this conscious power. The 
Kngllsh people still feels Itself 
strong enough for anything, and Is 
consequently not afraid to have such 
speeches exploited as signs of weak¬ 
ness. especially when they are an ex¬ 
pression uf what all nations without 
exception want at the bottom of their 
breasts—peace."
